SAVE THE CHILDREN FEDERATION 


Since its inception in January, 1932, the Save the Children Federation’s principal 
field of activity has been the isolated areas of the Southern Mountains. Recently it has 
been extended into the Ozarks of Missouri, the Brazos Valley of Texas, and the Salt River 
Valley of Arizona. Welfare service for impoverished children of white and Negro fam- 
ilies is being conducted in cooperation with the rural public schools and the teachers by 
a staff of trained workers, assisted by volunteers. 


CHILDREN’S CLOTHING CRUSADE 


A Children’s Clothing Crusade is being conducted in the public schools of the coun- 
try. Five hundred school systems raised 600,000 pounds of clothing in 1942. The goal 
for 1943 is 1,500,000 pounds of clothing to be distributed among underprivileged Amer- 
ican children in isolated rural areas and overseas child war victims. Through the dis- 
tribution of clothing and shoes in the mountain areas last year, 40,000 children were 
enabled to attend school. Two recent shipments have been made to Puerto Rico, and 
ten tons of clothing monthly are furnished to Great Britain. 


SPONSORED SCHOOLS 


The Federation has 400 sponsored small mountain and rural schools, popularly 
called “Demonstration Schools”. These ‘schools are being aided by individuals as well 
as organizations. They make for a better school and community life, improved school 
attendance and healthier children. A donation of $60 will sponsor one of these schools. 
for one year. : : 

LAYETTES 

The need for layettes for expectant mothers in the isolated rural and mountain 
areas of the Southern Mountains and other similar sections is great. There is a humani- 
tarian appeal in a project to relieve this condition. in sections where it is difficult to ob- 
tain doctors and sanitary and health aid is at a low ebb. Therefore, the Federation’s 
National Layette Committee is appealing for funds and practical volunteer help. Five 


- dollars will provide material for one layette. An appeal is also being made to churches 
- and other organizations to form sewing groups. 


IN GREAT BRITAIN 


The organization has extended supplemental aid to more than 12,000 individual 
children through its ‘adoption plan,” by which the donor receives a picture of the child 
he or she is aiding, and a brief history. In addition, 29 rdurseries in England and Scot- 
land are being maintained through the Federation. They are supported by colleges, 


cities, states, and many different types of organizations. Massachusetts in particular 


assists Broadgate at Barnstaple, Worcester House at Forthill, and Southannon at Fairlie. 


INTERNATIONAL UNION 


The Save the Children Federation is a member of the Save the Children Inter- 
national Union, which had branches in 26 countries before the outbreak of the war. The 
British member, with which the Federation cooperates closely, is the Save the Children 
Fund. The Union was organized in 1920. \ The Federation extends welfare service to 


children without regard to race, color or creed.
